New Y o rk supreme court, declaring 
him a dangerous lunatic. 
He escaped 
in 1899. and went to Virginia, where 
“a neighbor’’ subsequently instituted 
similar proceedings, but the judge in 
the latter state found him sane and 
dismissed the suit. 
Charges Plot by Brothers 
Iii his affidavit accompanying the 
petition Chalder makes oath that he 
is not and has not been insane, that 
his incarceration in the Bloomingdale 
asylum was the result of a conspiracy 
on the part of Winthrop Astor Chan- 
ier and Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler. his 
brothers, whom he accuses with per­ 
jury in 
connection with these pro­ 
ceedings; that the first named has a 
pecuniary interest in keeping the peti­ 
tioner locked up, that bis 
income 
would be* seriously curtailed through 
the loss of legal fees for which the 
petitioner’s estate 'has been mulcted, 
and that the brother would “ suffer the 
loss of prestige which he now en­ 
joys in the financial world by reason 
of his control (illegal as it be) over 
the plaintiff’s property in N ew Y ork 
and North Carolina.” 
Stanford W h ite A lso Accused 
It is further charged that as a part 
of that conspiracy the late Stanford 
White, on tile pretext that the peti­ 
tioner’s presence in New’ Y o r k was 
desired “ solely and exclusively 
for 
convivial purposes,” lured him to that 
city “ for the purpose of giving the 
tale cst 
supreme court of that stale ostensible 
and colorable jurisdiction over 
the 
plaintiff’s person and of falsely, fraud 
ulently, and unlawfully inducing and 
enabling said supreme court to ar­ 
rest anti imprison the plaintiff” as an 
insane person.

testimony of Ors. Stary and Fuller. 


That the 6 arge of the muster rolls 
of the Wisconsin 
Veterans’ 
home, 
W aupaca, Wis., are padded was prov­ 
en yesterday at Madison, Wis., when 
an investigation of the charges 
of 
Captain James Smith was started. B. 
F. Bryant, of this city, is president 
of the board of trustees of the home, 
but erne?,'j a general denial of 
any 
misdoing. 
The specific allegation of 
Captain Smith was proven. 


During the last month a report was 
made by the officers of the home in 
which 1 refund to the state of $398 
covering certain errors in the pay roll 
was authorized. 
In addition to this, 
it i.s known that there is at least one 
other case where an error has been 
found iii the accounts between 
the 
liomeand 
the 
federal 
government 
which also has been corrected. 
Captain Smith, who is in Madison 
massing his testimony to present to 
Governor Davidson, yesterday assert­ 
ed that every one of the charges he 
has made covering the muster rolls 
and the drawing of pay from the state 
by inmates who were absent from the 
home are sustained by the examina­ 
tion of the vouchers in the office of 
the secretary of state. 
Th e accounts 
were examined during the day. 
In 
the meantime, Captain Smith is se­ 
curing numberless affidavits from for­ 
mer inmates covering, as he asserts, 
similar cases. 
T h e fact that a refund 
authorization was made by the home 
officials, to cover, as is stated, the 
case of Captain Smith and his wife, is 
commented upon as indicating what 
3y some is considered lax business 
methods. 
It appears to be the pur­ 
pose of Captain Smith to constitute 
the muster roll errors as the enter­ 
ing wedge for a full investigation of 
the home management. 
In order to 
execute his plan, he has organized a 
campaign among the old soldiers gen­ 
erally as well as among the inmates 
of the home. 
t 
In this connection it can be stated 
that it is the practice of the officials 
in charge of the home to withhold 
from the pensions received by the 
inmates the sum of $4 quarterly as a 
clothing fund and to rebate to those 
who fail to use the full amount what­ 
ever sum remains. 
This practice has 
led to no end of protest from some 
of the pensioners, and as near as can 
be ascertainedfi is the basis for much 
of the recurring trouble at the insti­ 
tution. 
T h e subject has repeatedly 
found its way into the press of the 
state and has been threshed over in 
the various investigations of the home 
management. 
T h e officials contend 
that it is"but fair and just that the 
inmates should Contribute some por­ 
tion of their pensions toward their 
own maintenance, and assedt that if 
this was not withheld the cost would 
fall upon the taxpayers of the state. 
T he charges made by Captain Smith 
this time take on a new phase in that 
they cover a new subject which con­ 
cerns the management of the home. 
It is believed that the officials will be 
called upon to explain the 
charges 
made and to account for what now 
appears to be an error in bookkeep­ 
ing methods. 
D. G. James of Richland Center, 
one of the trustees elected by the G. 
\. R. and treasurer of the board, was 
in Madison on his w ay home from 
tYaupaca, where he had been to look 
into the allegation filed in' the Smith 
complaint. 
In explanation of the fact 
that Captain Smith and his w'ife were 
upon the muster roll of the home and 
]‘or whom pay w’as collected from the 
state during a period when, according 
to affidarts filed, neither were in the 
lomc, Mr. James says: 
“ A s near as I can ascertain by the 
records, Captain and Mrs. Smith did 
ive outside of the home, but were 
duly enrolled among its inmates. 
It 
appears in this case that Mrs. Smith 
was the owner or lessee of certain 
property near the home, upon which 
30th lived but drew their 
support 
from the home in whole or in part. 
A s is usually the case, the capacity 
of the home at that time was crowded 
to the fullest possible extent and as 
a result the Smiths lived in their own 
place, thus making room for two ad- 
ditonal inmates. 
This, as I 
under­ 
stand it, covers this case. 
In another 
instance cited, the inspector for the 


government folind an error and 
as 
soon as it was discovered it was cor­ 
rected by acknowledging the charge 
as a just one and as a 
result 
the 
amount involved, something like $25, 
was deducted from the next. monthly 
payroll. 


“ Sm ith’s complaint covers a num ­ 
ber of years, some of them before the 
present officers took charge and the 
investigations show that 
a full e x ­ 
piation can and will be made of every 
secific charge made. 
This I believe 
will demonstrate beyond all question 
the honesty of the home 
m anage­ 
ment.”

ASKS COURT GUARD 


FROM LAW 


WASHINGTON, D. C, Feb. 26.— 


A most extraordinary 
petition was 


presented to the supreme court to- 
day by James M. Dohan of Philadel- 
phia, counsel for John 
Armstrong 


Chanler, former husband of Amelia 
Rives, the authorjss. It asks permis- 
sion of the court to file an applica- 
tion for a writ of prohibition against 
the authorities of New York, Mary- 
ia'nd, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
New 


Jersey, and the District of Columbia, 
enjoining them from molesting or ar- 
resting Chanler while going to New 
York and returning to his home in 
North Carolina.'/"'Chanler wishes to 
go to New York to appear in a suit 
wh'ich he has instituted to 
recover 


possession of his estate, valued at $1,- 
000,000. 
The property was placed in 


the hands of Thomas T. Sherman as 
guardian when Chanler was adjudged 
insane in 1897. 


Chanler was.sent to Bloomingdale 


about ten years ago on an order sign- 
ed by Judge 
Gildersleeve .of 
the 


New York supreme court, declaring 
him a dangerous lunatic. He escaped 
in 1899, and went to Virginia, where 
"a neighbor" subsequently instituted 
similar proceedings, but the judge in 
the latter state found him sane and 
dismissed the suit. 


Charges Plbt by Brothers 


In his affidavit accompanying the 


petition Chanler makes oath that he 
is not and has not been insane, that 
his incarceration in the Bloomingdale 
asylum was the result of a conspiracy 
on the part of Winthrop Astor Chan- 
ler and Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, his 
brothers,- whom he accuses with per- 
jury in connection with these pro- 
ceedings; that the first name'd has a 
pecuniary interest in keeping the peti- 
tioner locked up, that his 
income 


woald be- seri.ously curtailed through 
the loss of legal fees for which the 
petitioner's estate'has been mulcted, 
and that the brother1 would "suffer the 
loss'of prestige Svhich he now en- 
joys in the- financial world by reason 
of his control (illegal as it be) over 
the plaintiff's property in New'York 
and N'orth Carolina." 


Stanford White Also Accused 


It is further charged that as a part 


of that ^conspiracy the late Stanford 
White, on the pretext that the peti- 
tioner's presence in New York was 
desired "solely and exclusively 
for 


convivial purposes," lured him to that 
city "for the purpose of giving the 
supreme court of that stale ostensible 
and colorable jurisdiction over 
the 


plaintiff's person arid of falsely, fraud- 
ulently, and unlawfully .inducing' and 
enabling- said supreme court to ar- 
rest and imprison the plaintiff" as an 
insane person. 
. , 


Chanler asserts that as he was then 


a citizen of Virginia, the New York 
court had no jurisdiction over him 
and that, the order was further illegal 
in that he had no opportunity to ap- 
pear, was not notified that proceed- 
ings were pending, and that his com- 
mitment was almost entirely on the 
testimony of Drs. Stary and Fuller.

HOME IS TRUE 


That the charge of the muster rolls 


of the Wisconsin 
Veterans' 
home, 


Waupaca, Wis., arc padded was prov- 
en yesterday at Madison, Wis., when 
an investigation of the charges 
of 


'Captain James Smith was started. B.. 
F. Bryant, of this city, is president 
of the board of trustees of the home, 
but ente?M a general denial of 
any 


inisdoinij. 
The specific allegation of 


Captain Smith was proven. 


• During the last monrii a report was 
made by the officers of the home in 
which 
» refund to the state of $398 


covering- certain errors in the pay roll 
was authorized. 
In addition to this, 


it i.s hnown that there is at least one 
other case where an error has been 
found in the accounts between 
the 


homeand 
the 
federal 
government 


which also has been corrected. 


Ca'ptain Smith, who is in M'adison 


massing his testimony to present to 
Governor Davidson, "yesterday assert- 
ed that every one of the charges he 
has made covering the muster rolls 
and the drawing of pay from the state 
by inmates who were absent from the 
home are sustained by the examina- 
tion of the vouchers in the office of 
the secretary of state. The accounts 
were examined during the day. 
In 


the meantime, Captain Smith is se- 
curing numberless affidavits from for- 
mer inmates covering, as he asserts, 
similar cases. The fact that a refund 
authorization was made by the home 
officials, to cover, as is stated, the 
case of Captain Smith and his wife, is 
commented upon as indicating what 
by some is considered lax business 
methods. 
It appears to be the pur- 


pose of Captain Smith to constitute 
the muster roll errors as the enter- 
ing wedge for a full investigation of 
the home management. 
In order to 


execute his plan, he has organized a 
campaign among the old soldiers gen- 
erally as well as among the inmates 
of the home. 


In this connection it can be stated 


that it is the practice of the officials 
in charge of the home to withhold 
from the pensions received by the 
inmates the sum of'$4 quarterly as a 
clothing fund and to rebate to those 
who fail to use the full amount what- 
ever sum remains. 
This practice has 


led to no end of protest from some 
of the pensioners, and as near as can 
be ascertained!! is the basis for much 
of the recurring trouble at the insti- 
tution. 
The subject has repeatedly 


found its way into the press of the 
state and has been threshed over in 
the various investigations of the home 
management. 
The officials contend 


that it is~~but fair and just that the 
inmates should .contribute some por- 
tion of their pensions toward their 
own maintenance, and assedt that if 
this was not withheld the cost would 
fall upon the taxpayers -of the state. 


The charges made by-Captain Smith 


this time take on a new phase in that 
they cover a new subject which con- 
cerns the management of the home. 
It is believed that the officials will be 
called upon to explain the 
charges 


made and to account for what now 
appears to be an error in bookkeep- 
ing methods. 


D. G. James of Richland Center, 


one of the trustees elected by the G. 
A. R. and treasurer of the board, was 
in Madison on his way home from 
Waupaca, where he had been to look 
into the allegation "filed in" the Smith, 
complaint. In explanation of the fact 
that Captain Smith and his wife were 
upon the muster roll of the home and 
for whom pay was collected from the 
state during a period when, according 
to affidai'ts filed, neither were in the 
home, Mr. James says: 


"As near as I can ascertain by the 


records, Captain and Mrs. Smith did 
live outside of the home, but were 
duly enrolled among its inmates. 
It 


appears in this case that Mrs. Smith 
was the owner or lessee of certain 
property near the home, upon which 
both lived but drew their 
support 


from the home in whole or in part. 
As is usually the case, the capacity 
of the home at that time was crowded 
to the fullest possible extent and as 
a result the Smiths lived in their own 
place, thus making room for two ad- 
ditonal inmates. 
This, as I under- 


stand it, covers this case. In another 
instance cited, the inspector for the 


"government fohn'd an"error" and 
as 


soon as it was discovered it was cor- 
rected by acknowledging the charge 
as a just one a'/id as a 
result 
the 


amount involved, something like $25, 
was deducted from the next, monthly 
payroll.. 


"Smith's complaint covers a num- 


ber of years, SOI.TJC of them before the 
present officers took charge and the 
investigations show that n. full ex- 
piation can and will be made of every 
secific charge made. 
This I believe 


will demonstrate beyond all question 
the honesty of the home 
manage- 


ment."

ABOLISH THE FREE PASS 


H'on. Paul Morton was right when 


he said that there were many' reasons 
given for the issuing of passes by the 
railroad companies, practically all of 
which were bad, excepting only the 
one applying to employes of the rail- 
road companies or dependent mem- 
bers of their families. 
The railroads 


are public service corporations 
and 


the freight and passenger transporta- 
tion which the ' railroads furnish to 
the public constitute service which 
belongs to the public as a right on 
absolutely equal and impartial terms 
to all. As a fundamental principle, 
the public service 
corporation 
can 


have no right to discriminate in sell- 
ing its service to the public. 
As a 


matter of justice and right, the free 
pass has no foundation upon which 
to stand. 
The federal 
government 


has taken the right position in pro- 
hibiting the issuance and acceptance 
of -passes for use in interstate travel. 
It is now up to the legislatures of the 
various states to supplement and com- 
plete this legislation by prohibiting 
the use of free transportation within 
state lines. The legislature of Iowa 
made a beginning in passing a law 


its last session, but 


the law did not go far enough. 
In- 


stead of confining the application of 
the law to members of the legislature 
and public officials and delegates to 
political conventions, the law should 
be made to apply to every citizen ex- 
cepting- only railroad employes and 
dependent members of an employe's 
family, 
and 
even 
this 
exception 


should be carefully safeguarded so as 
to prevent abuses. No one should be 
considered a railway employe except- 
ing one who gives all of his time to 
the services of the railroad and pas- 
ses for such employes should be con-t 
fined to the lines of railroad on whicl 
he is employed. The interstate com 
merce commission has interpreted the 
railway rate bill to prohibit the rail- 
roads from issuing transportation 
exchange for advertising or any oth 
er service, article or commodity, ex- 
cepting cash. While this decision has 
raised a storm of protest in some 
quarters, yet we bejieve the commi- 
sion is right if the spirit and intent 
of the law i^s to be carried out as it 
should be. 


The whole transportation problem 


should be' one of exact equity, fair- 
ness and impartiality as between indi- 
viduals. It should also be worked out 
with entire fairness and justice to the 
railroads. .The essential thing to do 
and the first thing to do, is to effec- 
tively prohibit and abolish all forms 
of free transportation.
